Leige, and obſtinately caft away bis For- 
tunes, would he bave gleas'd you then ? had 
ke obtain'd any Reputation by tr, or given 
wou un, better Opinion of bim? 

At not, dis very hard, you will neither 
let a Priace make Peace nor War 3 but 


which way ſoever he goes, heap Scandal 
upon his Character; if the War was un- 
juft, he is in the right on't to lay ic down, 
even in your Senſe , if it was unfortunate, 
in che right on t to give it over in his 
own; (© that by all the Rules by which you 
blam' him before, you ought co approve 
him now. He has aQted in the Peace like 
a Man of Prudence, in the War like a Man 
of Bravery; he has been his own General 
upon all Occaſions. Tho? he has been o 
preſs d with Power, be has never baulk'd 
any Opportunity of looking his Enemy in 
the Face. *'Tis no Dithonour to a Mar. of 
Conduct to be run down by more potent 
Powers than his own, nor have l ever heard 
any Perſon ſpeak the leaſt de trading Word 
of his Conduct or Gallantry in the Field. 
But the Month of Slander will always be 
open, and that Prince is yet to be 
whoſe Behaviour can pleaſe all Mankiud.
